SKINS ON FILM - ‘fo feR STONER 


WHEN the history books are written and 
the ten worst films of the 1990s are listed, 
you can guarantee that Greydon Clark’s 
Skinheads will be there or thereabouts. 
Talk about low budget. I could have done 
better with a five pound note and a 
weekend’s worth of hired video camera. 

Skinheads is about a gang of bald Nazis 
who make your typical bonehead look like 
a city gent. They drive about in a van 
covered in swastikas and anarchy symbols. 
One of them, Brains, pretends to be really 
thick. For the rest of them it comes 
naturally. Frank carries a blade that would 
be lucky to peel an apple. And they call 
themselves the master race. 

The film has very little plot, an appalling 
script and the acting is very poor. The 
fight scenes are about as realistic as 
thinking the government is going to start 
giving beer tokens with unemployment 
benefit, and to top it all, there’s no sex! 

I’m embarrassed to say that I watched it 
from beginning to end. Whoever wrote 
the notes on the back of the video cover 
certainly didn’t. There it claims two gangs 
meet at a mountain cafe "and the 
bloodshed begins". That’s not what 
happens at all. Sure enough the baldies 
turn up, but they end up mixing it with 
three students, two dolly birds, an old 
woman and a World War Two veteran. 
Hardly the “street gang of young blacks" 
promised. 

Over 20 years ago, Stanley Kubrik’s 
masterpiece, A Clockwork Orange, set the 
standard for youth cult and gang films and 
to this day nobody else has come close.

We’ve waited a long time for someone to 
make a film about the traditional skinhead 
way of life, and unless one of you lot wins 
a fortune and buys a film company, we’ll 
probably all be dead and buried before it 
happens. : 

Still, the fact is that there are Nazi 
skinheads and if someone wants to make a 
film about them such is life. And to give 
the writer/director, Geoffrey Wright, his 
due, he has come up with a_ highly 
watchable and entertaining film. It would 
be great to sit here and rip it apart - we 
need another film about Nazi skins like we 
need a hole in the head - but politics aside, 
it pisses all over Skinheads and comes 
close to Quadrophenia in terms of classic 
cult films.

And the title 
comes from what some Oz skins call their 
boots. Mind you if those braces were any 
wider they’d be painting white lines up the 
middle and installing traffic lights. 

But Wright doesn’t like skinheads. He 
says as much in interviews. The film has 
no true heroes, although Davey might 
disagree, and he says that the scene where 
two skins are walking along a beach is to 
show that skinheads "have no place in the 
world, they don’t belong in the natural 
order of things.” 

Of course he is wrong and_ that 
underlines his ignorance. If you took an 
Eskimo and put him in the middle of the 


Sahara he might look like a fish out of 
water, but it doesn’t mean he’s no place in 
this world. And anyway,skinheads and the 
seaside go well together thank you very 
much as countless bank holiday escapades 
have proven through the years. 

But Wright is an outsider as far as the 
skinhead cult is concerned. You don’t 
expect him to know any better. Despite 
this, he has done a much better job than 
you might first expect when you hear that 
yet another film depicting skinheads as 
Nazis is about to appear at a cinema near 
you. 

We all know that there are Nazi skins 
and that films are going to be made about 
them. Romper Stomper just happens to 
be one of them, and all in all it’s bloody 
good at that. . It’s certainly too good to 
dismiss like you would another Skinheads, 
and despite my initial feelings about the 
tired old Nazi skinhead formula, Romper 
Stomper won me over at the end of the 
day. Give it a chance, sit back with a few 
cans, and it just might pleasantly surprise 
you too. 


In the UK, Skinheads is available on Prism 
video. Romper Stomper is distributed by 
Medusa Pictures and in Australia at least, 
a CD and cassette of the soundtrack is 
available (if it contains the songs featured 
in the film, it'll be interesting to see if it’s 
available through the shops). As for A 
Clockwork Orange, we still don’t know 
who will be distributing here.

But Wright doesn’t like skinheads. He 
says as much in interviews. The film has 
no true heroes, although Davey might 
disagree, and he says that the scene where 
two skins are walking along a beach is to 
show that skinheads "have no place in the 
world, they don’t belong in the natural 
order of things." 

Of course he is wrong and _ that 
underlines his ignorance. If you took an 
Eskimo and put him in the middle of the 
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expect him to know any better. Despite 
this, he has done a much better job than 
you might first expect when you hear that 
yet another film depicting skinheads as 
Nazis is about to appear at a cinema near 
you. 

We all know that there are Nazi skins 
and that films are going to be made about 
them. Romper Stomper just happens to 
be one of them, and all in all it’s bloody 
good at that. - It’s certainly too good to 
dismiss like you would another Skinheads, 
and despite my initial feelings about the 
tired old Nazi skinhead formula, Romper 
Stomper won me over at the end of the 
day. Give it a chance, sit back with a few 
cans, and it just might pleasantly surprise 
you too.
